Anything in the spirit of a formal introduc- 
tion to the writings of Dr. Holmes—the patri- 
arch, we may perhaps say the Autocrat, of our 
national literature — would be a shade worse 
than superfluous ; yet there are certain timely 
suggestions in the new prefaces, which form so 
acceptable a feature of this new edition, that 
may serve as hints for some general comment. 


; | There is, for instance, a plainly distinguishable 


_ note of misgiving in the Second Preface to 


«The Autocrat” (precisely where there is the 


_ least ground for it, one would think), lest the 


volume it introduces may have become * out- 
worn,” “ old-fashioned,”— in the eyes of the 
younger generation, dust to be decently in- 
urned and relegated to a final niche (or shelf) 
in our literary columbaria. An intimation of 
this sort coming from anyone but Dr. Holmes 
himself would certainly be received with some 
indignation by those among us who years ago, 
when the early tones of the Autocrat’s voice 
were still vibrating, dreamed over, laughed 
over,—wept over, perhaps,—the fragrant pages 


_ so rich with the fruits of a riper old-world cult- 





ure, yet so pleasantly redolent of homely New 
England ; and we venture to say that there are 
few young people of to-day, whose judgment in 
such matters is worth a rush, who do not pos- 
sess a copy, more or less thumbed, and show- 
ing those little wings of an author’s earthly fame, 
* dogs’- ears,” of “The Autocrat of the Break- 
fast Table.” For ourselves, we should very 
much regret to see a time when the members 
of that pleasant breakfast company,— “ the 
old gentleman opposite,” “the young fellow 
they call John,” * Benjamin Franklin” (“ B 
F.,” choicest of boys), the “ poor relation ~ 
(** standing by the guns to repel boarders“), 
«the schoolmistress,” with “the June rose in 
her hair,” and her heart filled with rose-per- 
fume and gentleness,— should seem * old- 
fashioned” and “out-worn.” It would argue 
a very unfavorable change in us. ** Books.” 
says Wordsworth, “ are a real world” ; and it 
is, after all, these book friends — the creatures 
of the mind, perennially young, esseutially im- 
mortal,— that alone of all our acquaintance we 
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can turn to after the lapse of years and find 
unchanged ; the old smiles, the old welcome, 
a circle undiminished. To them may be ap- 
plied, in its full measure, the spirit of the Au- 
tocrat’s cheery lines — 

‘“* Hang the Almanac’s cheat and the Catalogue’s spite ! 
> Old Time isa liar! We're twenty to-night!” 

The delightful «« Breakfast Table” trilogy 
—a unique resultant of the author’s three-fold 
endowment as poet, scholar, and scientist — 
easily take rank in the category of books that 
do not grow old,— do not grow older, one may 
say, but spring at once into a kind of coeval- 
ship with their literary kindred,— books or- 
iginal, of an individual savor that keeps them 
perennially fresh and fragrant while a thou- 
sand volumes of yesterday are to-day as old as 
the Pharaohs. Genealogically, the “Autocrat ” 
and its fellow volumes are of that pleasant 
colloquial branch of English literature, now of 
such manifold twig and leafage, that first bud- 
ded under Queen Anne, in the “ Tatler and 
the “Spectator.” But in the hands of Dr. 
Holmes, the easy chatty essay of Addison and 
Steele, the familiar, gently satirical, skin-deep 
comment on contemporary men and manners, 
has attained a new and higher development. 
The sparkle, the wit, the whimsical humor, the 
airy flitting from topic to topic, remain; but 
to the lighter graces of the original there is 
added—over and above the new national flavor. 
and the greater complexity of form — an ele- 
ment of virility, seriousness, and breadth of 
human interest, that lifts the “ Autocrat ” miles 
above the plane of its early prototypes. Hu- 
mor, the most sovereign of antiseptics, is the 
saving literary quality of Addison and Steele. 
Humor there is too in abundance and of rare 
flavor in the “ Autocrat”’; but in the latter is 
sounded at intervals, clear and distinct above 
the lighter tones, a grander note than lay 
within the compass of the graceful Augustans, 
— the vibration of a chord seldom touched, 
and only by the master-hands of the world’s 
literature. 

In the case of authors who, like Goldsmith, 
Lamb, Holmes, lay hold upon the hearts of 
their readers (a rare and subtle quality), the 
personal estimate of their writings usually 
steps in, and one is tempted into superlatives. 
Sometimes we can show cause for them. The 
quality of which we have spoken as lifting Dr. 
Holmes so far above the level of his literary 
kindred seems well exemplified in the follow- 
ing extract from the “ Autocrat ” : — 

“T don’t know anything sweeter than this leaking in 








of Nature through all the cracks in the walls and floors 
of cities. You heap up a million tons of hewn rocks 
on a square mile or two of earth which was green once. 
The trees look down from the hill-sides and ask each 
other, as they stand on tiptoe,‘ What are these people 
about ?’ And the small herbs at their feet look up and 
whisper back,—‘ We will go and see.’ So the small 
herbs pack themselves up in the least possible bundles, 
and wait until the wind steals to them at night and whis- 
pers, — ‘Come with me.’ Then they go softly with it 
into the great city,— one to a cleft in the pavement, 
one to a spout on the roof, one to a seam in the marbles 
over a rich gentleman’s bones, and one to the grave 
without a stone where nothing but a man is buried,— 
and there they grow, looking down on the generations 
of men from mouldy roofs, looking up from between 
the less-trodden pavements, looking out through iron 
cemetery railings. Listen to them, when there is only 
a light breath stirring, and you will hear them saying 
to each other,—‘ Wait awhile!’ By-and-by the flow of 
life in the street ebbs, and the old leafy inhabitants — 
the smaller tribes always in front — saunter in, one by 
one, very careless seemingly, but very tenacious, until 
they swarm so that the great stones gape from each 
other with the crowding of their roots, and the feidspar 
begins to be picked out of the granite to find them food. 
At last the trees take up their solemn line of march, 
and never rest until they have encamped in the market- 
place. Wait long enough and you will find an old doting 
oak hugging a huge worn block in its yellow underground 
arms ; that was the corner-stone of the State-House. 
Oh, so patient she is, this imperturbable Nature !” 


Passages like this are informed by that “breath 
and finer spirit of all knowledge,” of which 
Wordsworth spoke in defining poetry. 

«The Autocrat of the Breakfast Table ” has 
been not inaptly styled by a recent writer “ an 
investigation into philosophy and culture,’ — a 
designation, however, that hints too strongly 
at the arid profundity of the German Gelehrter 
to be very satisfactory; for Dr. Holmes’s books 
are preéminently flesh-and-blood books. Touch- 
ing as they do the gravest questions that press 
for human solution, they are yet infused with 
the charm and richness of imaginative litera- 
ture,—the chill intellectual marble warmed, 
like Galatea, into pulsating life and beauty by 
the force of human love and aspiration. As 
a thinker on graver topics, Dr. Holmes’s chief 
value to his readers springs from his cheery 
spirit of trustfulness in the final goodness of 
things,— an excellent gift in our era of doubt, 
of the portentous crumbling away of specific 
creeds and conceptions, the exwvie of a past 
intellectual phase. Speculations, discoveries, 
intimations of an order of things hitherto un- 
dreamed of, which, to a more valetudinarian 
faith, conjure up the direst apprehensions, vi- 
sions of “a world all rocking and plunging, 
like that old Roman one when the measure of 
its iniquities was full, in the wild dim-lighted 
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chaos all stars of Heaven gone out,”’ move the 
cheery Autocrat only to increased reverence 
and wonder. In his sunny pages, the granite 
rocks of unassailable truths, often forbidding 
enough in their chill nakedness to our finite 
vision, are overgrown and mellowed by a thous- 
and sprays and blossoms of a genial poetic 
fancy — ever conspicuous among them the Iris, 
the Flower of Hope. 

In Dr. Holmes’s two novels, “ Elsie Ven- 
ner” and * The Guardian Angel,” one finds 
much of the characteristic charm and humor, 
the shrewd sense, the native flavor, that mark 
the more famous “ Breakfast Table ’’ books. 
The fiction is of the old-fashioned full-flavored 
sort that seems stranger than truth —a sort 
for which a good many of our readers are 
doubtless old-fashioned enough to cherish a 
liking. Wine has, after all, its advantages 
over water-gruel. One may recall, in this con- 
nection, Mr. Lowell’s pleasant story of the 
philosophic prisoner who, when he was assured 
by an expectant pettifogger, “ My dear sir, 
they can’t lock you up for this!’ — calmly 
replied, “ They hev’” To critics who assure 
us that people in our critically-enlightened age 
cannot read romances of the “ Elsie Venner 
type we may make bold to reply, « They do.” 

Dr. Holmes’s novels, like his essays, are 
underlaid by a more serious purpose than mere 
entertainment. Of “ Elsie Venner ” he says in 
the prefaces : 

« Through all the disguise of fiction, a grave scientific 
doctrine may be detected lying beneath some of the 
delineations of character. The real aim of 
the story was to test the doctrine of ‘original sin’ and 
human responsibility for the disordered volition coming 
under that technical denomination. Was Elsie Venner, 
poisoned by the venom of a crotalus before she was 
born, morally responsible for the ‘volitional’ aberra- 
tions, which, translated into acts, become what is known 
as sin, and, it may be, what is punished as crime? If, 
on presentation of the evidence, she becomes by the 
verdict of the human conscience a proper object of 
divine pity and not of divine wrath, as a subject of 


moral poisoning, wherein lies the difference between } 


her position at the bar of judgment, human or divine, 
and that of the unfortunate victim who received a moral 
poison from a remote ancestor before he drew his first 
breath ?” 


The enthralling interest of the narrative of 
+ Elsie Venner,” and its felicitous presentment 
of certain aspects of New England life and 
character, ensure for it a popularity the dura- 
tion of which it is not safe to predict. “The 
Guardian Angel,” a natural sequence of “ Elsie 
Venner,” also depends for its deeper import 
upon the pre-natal history of its subject, and 
has a like distinct theologic bearing. 





Sixty years have rolled by since the notes of 
the Autocrat’s voice — the heartiest, cheeriest 
voice, and one of the most melodious, of our 
time—first fell upon the public ear. We have 
long been used to listen for it, to take it for 
granted as one of the good things of life, and 
even to get a little impatient at lengthening 
intervals of silence. That there is no great 
diminution in the clearness and resonance of its 
tones we have had recent evidence; and it is 
pleasant to record, among the many good things 
to be said of the “ Riverside Edition,” that Dr. 
Holmes, in one of the newly-written prefaces, 
encourages us to hope that we may, ere long, 
hear from him again : 

«“T should like a little rest from literary work before 
the requiescat ensures my repose from earthly labors, 
but I will not be rash enough to promise that I will not 
even once again greet my old and new readers if the 
impulse becomes irresistible to renew a companionship 
which has been to me such a source of happiness.”

THE ORIGIN OF SOCIETY.* 





The “general promiscuity” theory of the 
origin of society bids fair to follow its prede- 
cessor, the * patriarchal” theory, to the limbo of 
unjustified hypotheses. Set up by McLennan, 
Lubbock, and Morgan, as a complete explana- 
tion of the phenomena of marriage and kinship, 
it has not even that partial justification in fact 
which makes the theory of Sir Henry Maine 
true over a limited area. Sixteen years ago 
Mr. Herbert Spencer, in his “ Principles of 
Sociology,” dealt it a staggering blow when he 
impeached its assumptions, its method, and its 
conclusions. Two years ago Mr. Staniland 
Wake and Dr. Starcke, in works of independ- 
ent treatment, set up in detail the newer theory 
which Mr. Darwin had hinted at, and which 
Mr. Spencer had outlined with a few vigorous 
strokes. 

The starting-point of Wake and Starcke 
was biological in its evidence for the monoga- 
mic origin of society, while the development of 
the theory proceeded along purely sociological 
lines. Edward Westermarck, the Lecturer on 
Sociology at the University of Finland, now 
appears, in the volume which suggests this re- 
view, as an original worker in behalf of the 
new theory. The very pleonasm of the title — 
as the average reader would view it — is a key 
to the whole treatment. For Mr. Westermarck

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not — starts in biology, with the utenti 
ape as man’s progenitor, but at every new 
stopping-place for data confirmatory and ex- 
planatory we are confronted with the physical 
strata underlying the sociological. This is the 
most scientific treatise yet produced in this 
special field of investigation, and we note three 
prime characteristics of a scientific method. 
The facts upon which its theory is based have 
been collected in enormous quantity from the 
literature and the observation of all ages, for, 
as the author says, the first condition of success 
is that “there should be a rich material ; what 
is wanting in quality should be made up in 
quantity.” Again, in the interpretation of ex- 
isting phenomena the writer has sought to guard 
against the double danger of “ putting into 
them a foreign meaning,” and of “ inferring, 
without sufficient reasons, from the prevalence 
of a custom or institution among some savage 
peoples, that this custom, this institution, is a 
relic of a stage of development that the whole 
human race once went through.” Finally, Mr. 
Westermarck is never satisfied that a custom 
or an institution is explained until he has en- 
deavored to trace it to something fundamental 
in the physical or psychical nature of the race. 
His theory is briefly as follows : 

«“ Human marriage in all probability is an inheritance 
from some ape-like progenitor. Marriage 
is the natural form of the sexual relations of man, as 
of his nearest allies among the lower animals. 

Tam strongly of the opinion that the tie which joins 
male and female is an instinct developed through the 
powerful influence of natural selection. . 
Monogamy is the more likely to have prevailed almost 
exclusively among our earliest human ancestors, since 
it does so among the man-like apes. . . . There 
is not a shred of genuine evidence for the notion that 
promiscuity ever formed a general stage in the social 
history of mankind. . It seems extremely 
probable that, among our earliest human ancestors, the 
family formed, if not the society itself, at least the 
nucleus of it. - All the evidence we possess 
tends to show that, among our earliest human ancestors, 
the family, not the tribe, formed the nucleus of every 
social group, and in many cases was, itself, perhaps the 
only social group. . . Neither do I see any 
reason to believe that there ever was a time when the 
family was quite absorbed in the tribe. . 
Marriage is rooted in family, rather than family in 
marriage. : Two inferences regarding mon- 
ogamy and polygy ny may be made with absolute cer- 
tainty : monogamy, always the predominant form of 
marriage, has been more prevalent at the lowest stages 
of civilization, than at somewhat higher stages; whilst, 
at a still higher stage, polygyny has again, to a great 
extent, yielded to monogamy.” 

It would be impossible, in the limits of this 
review, merely to indicate the array of evi- 
dence upon which this writer bases the state- 
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ments quoted above. Not only is the antiquity 
of monogamy maintained, but other forms of 
marriage, as polyandry and polygyny, are 
shown to be both late and occasional varia- 
tions from the primitive form. The Levirate 
is not even a form of polyandry, but is a relig- 
ious duty. 

“ Polyandry, although frequently practised in certain 
parts of India and Central Asia, nowhere excludes the 
simultaneous occurrence of other forms of marriage. 

With the exception of the Massagetae, there 
is no people among whom polyandry is stated to be the 
only recognized form of marriage. All the 
statements we have from the ancient world seem to in- 
dicate that polygyny was an exception. Almost every- 
where it is confined to the smaller part of the people, 
the vast majority being monogamous.” 


The origin of exogamy is for the first time 
explained on a scientific basis. The old theory 
of its origin in the capture of wives from other 
tribes is upset, and its cause is found in an in- 
stinct born in the process of natural selection. 
Let us quote at length a fruitful passage: 


“T cannot but believe that consanguineous marriages, 


in some way or other, are more or less detrimental to 


the species. And here, I think, we may find a quite 
sufficient explanation of the horror of incest; not be- 
cause man at an early stage recognized the injurious 
influence of close intermarriage, but because the law of 
natural selection must inevitably have operated. Among 
the ancestors of man, as among other animals, there 
was no doubt a time when blood-relationship was no bar 
to sexual intercourse. But variations, here as elsewhere, 
would naturally present themselves; and those of our 
ancestors who avoided in-and-in breeding would survive, 
while the others would gradually decay and ultimately 
perish. Thus, an instinct would be developed which 
would be powerful enough, as a rule, to prevent injurious 
unions. Of course there is no innate aversion to mar- 
riage with near relations; but there is an innate aversion 
to marriage between persons living very closely together 
from early youth. The existence of an innate aversion 
of this kind is proved, not only by common experience, 
but by an abuadance of ethnographical facts which 
show that it is not in the first place by degrees of con- 
sanguinity, but by close living together, that prohibitory 
laws against intermarriage are determined. Thus many 
peoples have a rule of local exogamy, which is quite 
independent of kinship.” 

Thus, marriage by capture, and afterwards by 
purchase, are explained. Endogamy, on the 
other hand, “ never, except in cases of extreme 
isolation, seems to occur among peoples living 
in very small communities with close connec- 
tions between their members. Many uncivil- 
ized peoples carefully avoid marrying out of 
their own tribe, the chief reason being the 
strong dislike which distinct savage and bar- 
barous nations have for one another.” How- 


ever, Westermarck does not consider exogamy 
and endogamy as contraries. 


Rather, every 
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people has an inner clncle pre an outer sit, 
equally in both of which marriage is avoided. 

We have only touched the theories of this 
important work. The reader must find for 
himself the biological argument here made 
against promiscuity, because it “tends to a 
pathological condition very unfavorable to 
fecundity.” We also leave to the specialist 
reader the very interesting and convincing 
chapters on means of attraction and racial 
differences, where the writer’s word of intro- 
duction is that “the concealment of truth is 
the only indecorum known to science.” We 
lay the volume down with the conviction that 
it is a masterly contribution to a growing 
science, and that its author’s argument will 
stand, even although one may not accept with 
him the anthropoid ape as a man and a brother.

HEINRICH HEINE.* 


It is customary to speak of Heinrich Heine 
as a product of the Romantic school of German 
literature. It might be said that with Heine 
the Romanticism was inborn,— but a Roman- 
ticism without Ideality. And the Romantic 
spirit uncontrolled and uninspired by a worthy 
ideal is a dangerous, sometimes a fatal, en- 
dowment. In more than one instance that 
. might be mentioned, it has brought discontent 
and failure instead of the harmonious and per- 
fect art that might have been. A passion for 
the beautiful, for the pleasure in life, for free- 
dom: these were the forces that ruled Hein- 
rich Heine in his brilliant and stressful career. 

On the 13th of December, 1799, in the old 
Rhine town of Diisseldorf, the subject of this 
sketch was born of Jewish parentage, and 
christened “ Harry” in honor of an English 
friend. His father was a handsome, refined 
man, of esthetic tastes, apparently of no great 
strength of character, but to the end retaining 
tle esteem.aid warm affection of his gifted 
son. His mother was a woman of notable 
attainments and decision of mind. She was, 
though a Jewess, an admirer of Voltaire and 
Rousseau ; and she had a horror of supersti- 
tion and romance. Her influence on Heine’s 
intellectual development was strong. The days 
of boyhood are much the same the wide world

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over; but the Hebrew lad in Diisseldorf was, 
as we might suspect, precocious, and, moreover, 
it was in an eventful period that his youth was 
passed. The glamour of Napoleon’s career 
captivated him while still a boy. When the 
fatal march towards Moscow was begun, the 
enthusiastic youth was a fascinated spectator 
as Napoleon led his troops through Diisseldorf 
on the way to Russia. 

One other feature of the time had no slight 
influence on the sensitive character thus devel- 
oping. The days of wholesale, licensed perse- 
cution were indeed over; but the Jews were 
still under vexatious disabilities which exposed 
them to much humiliation and injustice, and at 
times the race animosities would break forth 
in insult and outrage. The Hebrew lad at 
school and at play was not insensible to the 
taunts of his mates; but he was destined to 
feel the sting yet more acutely in a brief but 
bitter experience occurring in his seventeenth 
year. In the famous free city of Frankfort- 
on-the-Main, the Jews were still herded in the 
notorious Judengasse, although the iron-bound 
portals of the Ghetto had been removed some 
ten years before. In the year 1815, Heine 
was introduced to this environment, and the 
attempt was made to create a banker’s clerk 
of him. The boy was bright and intelligent 
enough, but with all the dreamy disposition 
of the poet, too ; he had no talent for business, 
the effort was of course a vain one, and in a 
few weeks Heine shook the dust of Frankfort 
from his feet, and returned to idleness and 
poetry in sleepy Diisseldorf. Readers of that 
remarkable fragment the “ Rabbi of Bacha- 
rach ” will recognize the obvious outcome of 
this brief but wretched period. The Juden- 
schmerz sank deep into Heine’s soul. 

The poet’s uncle, Solomon Heine, who pros- 
pered greatly in business and eventually be- 
came known as the Jew-prince of Hamburg, 
did his best at various times to settle the 
young man in some substantial business career; 
and thus it happened that after the return from 
Frankfort Heine was brought to the great sea- 
port town and introduced to the office and the 
business of his wealthy uncle. The three 
years now spent in what he called “ verdamm- 
tes Hamburg”’ were characterized by the dreary 
tediousness of the attempt to put the poet’s 
exuberant fancy into the strait-jacket of a Jew- 
ish banker’s career: it was a relief to all con- 
cerned when the inevitable failure became a 
certainty and “the fool of the family” was 
packed away home in disgrace. 
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Although utterly without sympathy for: his

To crown all, the 
susceptible youth was indiscreet enough to fall 
passionately in love with his beautiful cousin, 
Amalie. This, the poet’s first deep attach- | 
ment, became the romance of his life. The | 
young woman herself gave little or no evi- 
dence that his affection was returned; and 
passively, if not willingly, became in time the 
wife of a common-place, prosperous Hamburg 
merchant. But Heine harped his disappoint- 
ment in many a strain through even his latest 
songs, and never forgot, at least as poet, this 
early loss (as he protested) of his life happi- 
ness. 

After these Hamburg experiences, it was 
determined that Heine should study law; and 
so he began the desultory course of study which 
filled five or six years of his life at the Uni- 
versities of Bonn, Berlin, and Gottingen, at 
which last-named place he was admitted in 
1825 to his degree. His examination was pre- | 
ceded by one of the most momentous acts of | 
the poet’s life. He formally discarded the 
Jewish faith, became a Lutheran, and took the 
name of “Heinrich” in place of “ Harry.” 
This was purely a matter of policy, and by no 
means an uncommon occurrence ; nor did it call 
forth any word of disapproval from Heine’s 
friends. And yet the effects of this apostasy 
are only too obvious in some of the unfortu- 
nate developments of the poet’s after-life, be- 
yond doubt contributing to the unsettling of 
that character already too inclined to wavering 
and instability. 

But we cannot follow the story of Heine’s 
life by chapters. Settling for a space in Mu- 
nich, we find him shortly upon his travels. | 
His pen was never idle, and almost everything 
he wrote was sealed with the stamp of genius. 
In prose or verse he appeared alike the poet ; 
and in verse or prose was apt to lurk that 
subtle burst of laughter that stung some soul 
to madness while his readers joined perforce 
in Heine’s merriment. And then, just as 











_ strain that never failed to call an echoing note 


from the sentimental hearts of listening coun- 
trymen. It was of himself the poet sang : — 


‘* My heart is like the ocean, 
It has storm, and ebb, and flow, 
And many a pear! is hidden 
In its silent depths below.’”* 


The last twenty years of Heine’s life were 
spent in Paris. It seems almost like an exile, 
and doubtless Heine was not unwilling that it 
should be so regarded. His poems had aroused 
hostility on the part of “ official”’ Germany: 
there was no hope of favor or preferment there. 
From Berlin he was practically banished, for 
at the Prussian capital he was regarded as a 
revolutionist and his books had been sup- 
pressed. In Frankfort he was as wretched as 
in “ verdammtes Hamburg.” The climate of 
Munich had proved too severe. To linger in 
idleness at Diisseldorf would surely add noth- 
ing to his prospects. The city of pleasure, the 
birth-place of Republicanism, called him. In 
1831, Heine became a resident of Paris. Glid- 
ing into an easy life of pleasure, and of self- 
indulgence, the reckless course was stopped by 
its natural consequences in due time. In 1847, 
poor Heine, a victim of his own excess, lay a 
miserable being on his “ mattress-grave,” sick 
of a dreadful malady, the consumption of the 
spinal marrow ; paralyzed, one eye closed, and 
the other requiring that its lid be propped up 
by the finger ; his lips had lost their sensitive- 
ness, and the power of taste was gone. For 
eight years he lingered thus, observing to the 
friends who visited him, with the odd humor 
which never left him, that he hoped to have 
their pardon for being so unconscionably long 
a-dying. The poet had married, in 1841, a 
handsome Parisienne with whom, previous to 
their marriage, he had lived in true Quartier- 
Latin style; but Mathilde Crescence Mirat 
made Heine a loyal and loving wife, and 
soothed incaleulably those years of fearful 
suffering, remaining faithfully by him to the 
last. Heine’s brain was active and his genius 
searcely dimmed through all the years of lin- 
gering life-in-death. Never did his mad wit 
leave him. On the 17th of February, 1856, 
this strange -man, mocking at suffering as he 
had mocked at life, fell asleep. Distinguished 
men of Paris laid their friend in the cemetery 
at Montmartre. 

It was as a soldier in the great war for

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liberty that Heinrich Heine wished to be re- 
membered. Not the laurel-wreath of the poet 
but the soldier’s sword was the emblem that 
he hoped his friends might lay upon his coffin. 
And the English critie Matthew Arnold assents 
to the dead singer’s expressed desire : for, says 
he, ** His sage counsel was for open war. 
Taking that terrible modern weapon, the pen, 
in his hand, he passed the remainder of his life 
in one fierce battle. What was that battle? 
the reader will ask. It was a life and death 
battle with Philistinism.”* And then follows 
Mr. Arnold’s famous definition of that term. 

It may not be presumptuous to suggest that 
Heine’s warfare was not waged upon “ Philis- 
tinism ”’ exclusively. We do not object to that 
term which Mr. Arnold gives us, nor to the 
statement that Heine did fight hard against 
the spirit it defines. But that is too narrow 
a target to receive all of Heine’s shafts; his 
arrows fall wide of that mark sometimes ; and 
Heine always aimed well and knew where the 
missile was destined to fall. 

In polities, in philosophy and religion, as a 
member of the social order, Heine was a Liberal 
and all that the term implies: he did his part 
in the work of progress and emancipation, and 
his services, by protest and by satire, by tract 
and lyric, are recognized and applauded duly. 
But Heine’s genius is too personal to let it stop 
at that: it is the poet of the “ Book of Songs ” 
and of the “ Romances ” whom we recall when 
we think of Heine, and the vague sad restless- 
ness that sometimes turns to mocking laughter 
so almost like despair is after all, perhaps, 
only the ery of that wandering spirit searching 
for happiness, for beauty, and finding only dust 
and ashes where it sought its lost ideal. 

We confess to a decided curiosity as to how, 
in this day of dull and eminently respectable 
Realism — we speak, of course, of English- 
writing and English-reading people—the par- 
ticular volume of Heine’s prose which has 
called forth this article will fare among us, 
instinct as it is with romance and aglow with 
a somewhat tropical passion of life. Is it some 
new Opium-Eater who, fresh from his unnat- 
ural dreams, paints these fantastic pictures of 
the wizard Paganini, and the grotesque ro- 
mance of the dwarf Turlutu, the learned dog, 
and the siren-dancer Mademoiselle Laurence ? 
Would it not, indeed, be dreadful if, deceived 
by the piquant spice of the garnishing, some 
innocent reader should mistake the “ Floren- 
tine Nights” for a bit of Continental Realism!

But alas! no; it is only Heine’s mocking 
laugh, interpret it how you please. And, 
again, it is that laughter echoing from the 
pages of “‘ Herr Schnabelewopski’s Memoirs ” 
which the venturous reader hears when, a little 
dazed and dizzy after his risqué promenade 
along the Jungfernsteig, he is finally intro- 
duced to that odd company of Burschen so- 
journing at the « Red Cow” of Leyden, where 
the quality of the dinner depends upon the 
hero’s progress in the affections of the buxom 
landlady. When the roast is poor, they debate 
the existence of God; but all submit to argu- 
ment if at desert the cheese be good. A mad 
fellow this Heine, but a-fire with the flame of 
genius, surely! 

Mr. Charles G. Leland needs no introdue- 
tion to American readers ; nor is this his first 
effort to bring the German poet to our ac- 
quaintance. The veteran translator who gave 
us his first version of the “ Songs” full thirty 
years ago, has given in this volume an excel- 
lent translation of Heine’s prose. If it be 
said in criticism that Mr. Leland has occasion- 
ally coined a stiff and unnatural phrase to fit 
the German idiom, it may be replied that such 
slips are the fate of translators generally. 
Less excusable is the intrusion of too frequent 
footnotes which repeatedly encumber rather 
than illuminate the page. This edition, which, 
it is promised, will be a monumental one, will 
require some twenty volumes, if complete.

THE ELEMENTS OF POLITICS.* 


It is difficult to find a just criterion by which 
to judge Professor Henry Sidgwick’s « The 
Elements of Politics.” It is not historical, not 
an analysis of the growth of institutions ; if it 
were, one could apply to it the test of insight. 
It is not constructive ; if it were, one could 
ask whether it was consistent and sufficiently 
considerate of practical conditions. Its object 
is to “ expound, within a convenient compass, 
and in as systematic a form as the subject- 
matter ”’ will “ admit, the chief general consid- 
erations that enter into the rational discussion 
of political questions in modern states.” It is 
an attempt to generalize experience in order 
to frame standards of judgment for the guid- 
ance of politics in the future. Professor Sidg-

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wick, as everybody knows, is an adherent of 
the utilitarian school of philosophy. Standards 
of experience are, therefore, in his thought, al- 


so standards of morality. His method through- | 


out, consequently, is like that of the better | 


writers upon international law. The sanctions 
of international law are morality and experi- 
ence. Its principles conform to the general 
ethical judgments of the world and to the higher 
laws of expediency. It is a formulation of 
particular cases and * general considerations ™: 
where it does not read like a treaty, it reads 
like a tract. 

Austin described international law as a body 
of * positive morality ” ; Mr. Sidgwick’s «« Ele-

body of positive wisdom — which he would 
deem much the same thing. His propositions 
are almost all of them evidently true,— many 
of them are, indeed, only too obviously true,— 
as “ general considerations ™ ; but that, it seems 
to me, only makes them the more questionable 
as standards of political action. For the course 
of politics is subject in each nation, not to gen- 
eral, but to particular considerations. General 
considerations are applicable only if you pre- 
suppose a uniform development and a uniform 
experience. They may be useful, as norms, 
as points of departure, perhaps; but special 
considerations must always shape policy. Each 
nation has its own individuality, its own pre- 
possessions, its own enthusiasms and antipath- 
ies, its own capacities and incapacities ; each 
nation is in its own stage of development, 
moreover ; its life shapes its character, and its 
life is made up of a thousand-score events great 
and small;— and these things command its 
politics. 

The study of politics should not be a study 
of comparative anatomy,—a State is not a 
cadaver! It should be a study of the special 
sources and conditions of life and national 
character, a study of circumstantial psychology, 
of incidental development, of eventful heredity. 
There may be Elements of English Politics, or 
of American, or of French or Prussian; but 
the elements of general politics, if cast into 
general considerations, must either be quite 
colorless or quite misleading. The considera- 
tions urged by Professor Sidgwick are for the 
most part quite colorless: his cases are en- 
tirely hypothetical cases ; national institutions 
and historical events are only illustrations in 
point. 

To stop with this criticism, however, would 
be to do the book scant justice. Of course the 











eur or decadence ; it is, nevertheless, possible 
to some extent to generalize political experience 
in such a way as to be profitable for doctrine 
and for reproof, if not for instruction in the 
daily conduct of affairs. And Mr. Sidgwick 
has accomplished this with a reasonable de- 
gree of success. If his matter is often lifeless, 
the fault must be charged to his method and 
his style. 

His chapters afford a rich variety of topics. 
His procedure is deductive, “« based on psycho- 
logical propositions not universally and absol- 
utely true, but approximately true of civilized 
men,” but his treatment is of course more or 
less saturated with experience. In the first 
part of the work he deals with fundamental 
questions, such as the relation of the State to 
law, and of individuals to each other under 
law; with the principles which should obtain 
in legislation in respect of the extension or 
contraction of the sphere of free individual 
action ; with questions of property, inheritance, 
and remedial justice ; with the relations of law 
to morality ; and with the principles of “ inter- 
national duty ” and “ external policy.” In the 
second part he considers the structure of gov- 
ernments, their methods and instruments, their 
seyeral parts and the relationship of those parts 
to each other, their local or sectional parts, 
their relations to voluntary associations, the 
part of the people in government, the influences 
of parties and of party government, and the 
ultimate seat of political power. His main 
aim he fully accomplishes: he sets forth with 
admirable impartiality perhaps all the general 
considerations which his topics can be made to 
yield touching the question, What ought the 
constitution and action of government to be ? 
If the reader lays the book down with some 
disappointment, some feeling of inconclusive- 
ness, he may rest assured that the best has 
been done that circumstances permitted. Polli- 
tics is “‘ embedded in matter”; when the attri- 
butes of matter are looked at by themselves 
they must needs look thin.

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THE GERMAN EMPIRE AND EMPERORS.* 


In “Imperial Germany” we have another 
attempt to photograph a nation ; and what for- 
eigner, writing from the standpoint of an out- 
sider, shall venture to say that the picture is 
not accurate, when the very makers of imperial 
Germany, Moltke and Bismarck, vouch for its 
truth, and one so familiar with Germany as 
Professor Blackie classes the book with Aris- 
totle’s « Politics” and Bryce’s “American Com- 
monwealth,” as one of the three best books 
on the concrete philosophy of politics? It 
need not be said, therefore, that it is written 
from the full knowledge that comes from famil- 
iar acquaintance with the German people, and 
by one who admires them while he sees their 
weaknesses and foibles. ‘* Imperial Germany ”’ 
differs from Mr. Bryce’s great work upon our 
own country in several ways. It is only one- 
seventh as large ; it says nothing of the mech- 
anism of the German government ; it is a study 
of German character and life, thus correspond- 
ing roughly to the last three books of Mr. 
Bryce’s second volume; it lacks the literary 
grace and charm, the lucidity and perfect self- 
possession, that mark Mr. Bryce’s work. Yet 
the national portrait is as clearly drawn on its 
smaller scale, and the real Germany stands re- 
vealed in its political, social, intellectual, and 
moral life, the spirit that moves in all, so far 
as it can be seen by a careful observer, and ex- 
pressed within the narrow limits of a small book. 

The first chapter discusses “The German 
Character in Politics.” In this character Mr. 
Whitman finds a traditional incapacity for 
united action, noted by Tacitus and described 
within a few years by Bismarck in the words, 
“The German lives by quarrelling with his 
countrymen.” The author also finds in the 
German character an unreadiness for action 
of any kind. 

“Thus, Shakespeare is supposed to have portrayed 
the typical German in Hamlet — the philosophizing 
prince, who utters the wisest axioms without being able 


to bring himself to act upon them. . Yet 
even now, wherever Prussia is not directly administra-

tive, traces of that delightful little German quality, 
procrastination or unreadiness, shows its cloven foot, 
not to mention the still older idiosyncrasy of discord 
and doctrinarism. This makes us believe that if the 
Prussians had not brought them salvation they would 
never have got it, and without their guidance they would 
tomorrow forfeit it again and their country once more 
become the battle-field of Europe.” 


Prussian superiority in polities Mr. Whit- 
man attributes to the admixture of Slavonic 
blood in the eastern provinces ; this, added to 
the other excellent qualities of the Germans — 
devotion, obedience, and patriotism. Else- 
where the individualism which has been a na- 
tional characteristic from the days of Tacitus, 
and has been intensified by many centuries of 
narrow state loyalty and its struggles, combined 
with the idealism which has been the inspira- 
tion of German success in the intellectual field, 
but has brought only failure in _politics,— 
these qualities, so excellent in themselves, have 
thwarted all efforts toward national life, and 
even now struggle against and threaten the 
national unity that Prussia, supported by many 
of the best elements of the nation, is seeking 
to develop. 

And just here Mr. Whitman finds a justifi- 
cation for paternal government. Though na- 
tional existence is attained, a strong and healthy 
national self-consciousness is not yet developed. 
A national spirit that shall subordinate class 
interests to the welfare of the State, a political 
sense among the masses of the people, can 
come only through years of education and 
training. Without these, the English or the 
American system could result in Germany only 
in the disruption of the empire and the self- 
effacement of the nation. To the development 
of this national spirit the imperial government 
is directing all its energies, and with wonder- 
ful success. Its methods would fail in England 
or among us; but that does not argue against 
their fitness for Germany. With clear insight 
into the peculiarities of German character and 
institutions as the result of the life and train- 
ing of the past, William and Bismarck and 
their associates and successors have worked 
and are working to weld into homogeneous 
unity the fragments that have for so many 
generations occupied German soil without con- 
stituting a nation. In spite of the strenuous 
opposition that German character made inevit- 
able, much has been done toward this great 
end; and if the same wisdom continues to di- 
rect the State, a national spirit, a political 
sense, will be developed among the Germans 
that will make real popular government both 
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safe and desirable. Nor are the immediate | 
material benefits of German paternal govern- | 
ment inconsiderable. Happy will the nation | 
be if it shall command under popular govern- | 
ment the same vigor, uprightness, and practical | 
wisdom that Hohenzollern paternalism has | 
given it. 
Of the fourteen chapters in this interesting | 

and suggestive work, only two have been con- 
sidered. That on Bismarck gives a strong and | 
fair portrait of the great Chancellor. Those | 
on “ The Philistine,” “The Army,” “German | 
Aristocracy,” “Commerce and Manufacture,” 
deserve particular mention ; and the whole book | 
is worthy of hearty commendation. 
The author of the second book on our list | 
shows plainly by his work that he is a news- | 
paper correspondent and novelist, but not a | 

historian. “* The Young Emperor, William II. 
of Germany ” is written with a dramatic power, | 
a literary touch, and an enthusiasm for its sub- | 

ject, that make it an exceedingly interesting 
book. The portrait of the young emperor, which | 
| 


is the main theme of the book, is well worked 
out, though in high colors and with little shad- 
ing. The influences that have gone to shape 
this unique personality before and since his ac- 
cession are clearly set before us, and one who | 
reads this book feels that he has almost a per- | 
sonal acquaintance with the great Hohenzollern. | 
But the incidental treatment of Frederick and | 
Bismarck must be condemned as unfair. The | 
broad-minded and liberal Frederick, though he | 
may have had his full share of German ideal- | 
ism, was certainly not the uxorious tool of En- 
gland and amiable weakling that Mr. Frederic | 
would make him out. The gossip of Freytag, 
and the nauseous quarrel of the German and | 
| 
| 


English doctors over the dying prince, would 

better have been left to forgetfulness. Nor 

can one who sets this portrait of Bismarck be- 

side that in “ Imperial Germany ” fail to see 

where the truth lies. Mr. Frederic has made 

up his Bismarck out of the great Chancellor’s | 
weaknesses. But the young ruler stands boldly | 
out, the most interesting and important person- — 
age now on the political stage. Especially fine | 
is the account of the changes in his character, | 
first from the sweet, gentle boy to the self- | 
asserting young soldier, his head turned by | 
Junker flatterers, ostentatiously putting himself _ 
in opposition to his father and mother ; his 
subserviency to the Bismarcks ; the awakening 
to his humiliating position ; his determination 
to be master, and Bismarck’s overthrow ; his | 
radical change of feeling and policy towards | 


England ; his growing interest in social and 


industrial and educational questions. The world 
which looked with mingled astonishment and 
apprehension on the young emperor in his first 
year of power has already come to respect his 
ability and to feel a growing confidence in his 
wisdom. A finer example of the sobering and 
steadying power of great responsibility has 
rarely been seen than in the development of 
the “war-lord” of three years ago into the 
social and educational leader of to-day. 

“ Fritz of Prussia” is a popular biography 
of the second emperor from the standpoint of 
enthusiastic admiration. He is shown as boy, 
lover, husband, general, in his home life, and 
fulfilling the social and semi-public duties of 
his position as Crown Prince. The field of 
politics is not entered. 

The fourth volume of Sybel’s « Founding of 
the German Empire” brings this important 
work down to the breaking out of war in 1866. 
We see no reason to qualify our former com- 
mendation of its spirit, impartiality, and re- 
search. It tells the world fully and in ade- 
quate form — what was known only in part be- 
fore —the way in which the great German 
nation came into existence ; and we owe hearty 
thanks for such a contribution to political 
knowledge. The subjects treated in this in- 
stallment are the phases of the Holstein ques- 
tion between 1863 and 1866, the Gastein treaty, 
the Prusso-Italian alliance, and the rupture 


| between Austria and Prussia.

SOME RECENT DANTE LITERATU RE.* 


We are frequently reminded that the world 
has not lost, and is not likely to lose, its inter- 
est in the “altissimo poeta” of Italy and of 
Christianity. It is not so many years since a 
great poet of our own age found such words 
as these to speak of — 

‘** Dante, pacer of the shore 
Where glutted hell disgorgeth filthiest gloom, 
Unbitten by its whirring sulphur-spume,— 
Or whence the grieved and obscure waters slope 
Into a darkness quieted by hope : 
Plucker of amaranths grown beneath God’s eye 
In gracious twilights where his chosen lie.”’

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And a year now rarely passes without the ap- 
pearance of some new study of, or other tribute 
to, the poet whose “ masterful conciseness and 
starlike purity of style” seem, when we are 
beneath their spell, to put all other poets to 
shame. 

The death of Mr. Lowell has left his friend, 
Professor Charles Eliot Norton, facile princeps 
among American Dante scholars, and it is with 
pleasure that we hail the appearance of the first 
volume of his prose translation of the “ Com- 
edy.” That the prose translations of Carlyle, 
Dugdale, and Butler already exist need not 
concern us. There is room for all the transla- 
tions, prose or verse, that reverence for Dante 
may inspire. And there is something in having 
the whole work, together with the « Vita Nu- 
ova,’ done by a single hand. There is also 
no little in the fact that Mr. Lowell read the 
proofs of this translation (as far as into the 
“ Purgatory’), being engaged upon the work 
until “he laid down the pencil forever from 
his dear and honored hand.” Professor Nor- 
ton’s main purpose has been to translate as 
literally as consists with good English ; he has 
measureably escaped the crabbedness that at- 
tends the over-literality of Butler’s prose and 
Longfellow’s blank verse. He is, on the other 
hand, slightly more literal than Carlyle, as the 
following passage will illustrate : 


** Cinque volte racceso, e tante casso 
Lo lume era di sotto della Luna, 
Poi ch’ entrati eravam nell’ alto passo, 

Quando n’apparve una montagna, bruna 
Per la distanza, e parvemi alta tanto 
Quanto veduto non n’aveva alcuna. 

Noi ci allegrammo, e tosto tornd in pianto ; 
Ché dalla nuova terra un turbo nacque, 
E percosse del legno il primo canto. 

Tre volte il fe’ girar con tutte l’acque, 
Alla quarta levar la poppa in suso, 

E la prora ire in git, com’ altrui piacque, 

Infin che il mar fu sopra noi richiuso.”’

Of this famous passage Carlyle gives us the fol- 
lowing translation : 


‘« Five times the light beneath the moon had been re- 
kindled and quenched as oft, since we had entered on 
the arduous passage, when there appeared to us a moun- 
tain, dim with distance; and to me it seemed the high- 
est I had ever seen. We joyed, and soon our joy was 
turned to grief ; for a tempest rose from the new land, 
and struck the forepart of our ship. Three times it 
made her whirl round with all the waves; at the fourth, 
made the poop rise and the prow go down, as pleased 
Another, till the sea was closed above us.” 


Professor Norton’s version may now be given 
for comparison : 
“Five times rekindled and as many quenched was 


the light beneath the moon, since we had entered on the 
deep pass, when there appeared to us a mountain dim 





through the distance, and it seemed to me so high as I 
had not seen any. We rejoiced thereat, and soon it 
turned to lamentation, for from the strange land a 
whirlwind rose, and struck the fore part of the vessel. 
Three times it made her whirl with all the waters, the 
fourth it made her stern lift up, and the prow go down, 
as pleased Another, till the sea had closed over us.” 
Professor Norton’s work is provided with a 
brief Introduction, saying just those things 
that ought to be said, and with a very few 
foot-notes. 

Mr. Charles Sterrett Latham’s translation 
of the eleven more or less authentic Latin let- 
ters of Dante is a work whose genesis calls for 
a word of comment. Mr. Latham had the 
misfortune to be stricken with paralysis while 
a student of Harvard University in 1883. The 
shock was not fatal, but it made him an invalid 
for life. Under these adverse circumstances, 
he still persevered in his work, took his degree, 
and then looked about for something else to 
engage his attention. Being an enthusiastic 
student of Dante, he determined to write for 
the prize offered by the Dante Society, the 
subject proposed being a translation of Dante’s 
letters, with historical comments. Nearly two 
years were given to the work, years which 
proved to be his last, for he died before he 
learned that the prize had been unanimously 
awarded to his translation,— even before he 
had fully completed his commentary. The work 
has now been published under the editorial 
supervision of Mr. G. R. Carpenter, and pro- 
vided with an appreciative Introduction by Mr. 
Charles Eliot Norton. It is a volume which 
exhibits exact and remarkable scholarship, and 
makes an addition of easily appreciable value 
to the library of the student of Dante. Mr. 
Latham’s commentary takes the form of a 
series of essays upon the subjects most natur- 
ally suggested by the letters. The most familiar 
of all the letters, that to Can Grande, thus 
suggests an historical essay on the Scaligers ; 
another suggests a similar treatment of the 
Malaspina ; a third suggests an account of the 
feud of Bianchi and Neri. The commentary, 
of course, far exceeds the text in amount, for 
the letter to Can Grande is the only one of 
considerable length, being about as long as the 
other ten taken together. Mr. Latham’s trans- 


| lation is made in dignified English, and worthily 


| reproduces the Latin of the great poet. 


The third volume on our list is a work of 
small size and smaller value. It is entitled 
“Dante and His Ideal,” and Mr. Herbert 
Baynes is the author. It may be described as 
a collection of random reflections upon the 











“ Divine Comedy,” thrown together in no par- 
ticular order, and forming an essay without 
any pretense to symmetry. The author's re- 
flections are generally commonplace, and his 
book gives no evidence of scholarship. He 
makes a great many quotations, and generally 
inserts their translations. Sometimes he makes 
a translation of his own,— as, for example, of 
“Q voi ch’avete gl’ intelletti sani,’ which be- 
comes “Oh ye, who have the steady brain.” 
We would suggest “level head ” as even better 
than “steady brain.” The most attractive 
feature of this little book is the reproduction, 
as a frontispiece, of the portrait of Dante in 
the Bargello fresco.

BRIEFS ON NEW BOOKs. 





Unper the pertinent title “ Literary Industries ” 
(Harper), Mr. Hubert Howe Bancroft, of Cali- 
fornia, tells the not uninteresting story of his career 
as bookseller and publisher, of the evolution of the 
“ Bancroft Library,” and of the inception, growth, 
and completion of that useful and colossal piece of 
literary joiner-work —a happy result, we are told, 
of the application of “business methods” to liter- 
ary production—the “ History of the Pacific Coast.” 
Mr. Bancroft is a “self-made man,” and, like all 
good workmen, takes a proper pride in his own 
handiwork. One may almost envy him the feeling 
of self-content everywhere apparent in his book ; 
the ingenuous self-gratulation with which he, so to 
speak, holds himself up to the light, turns himself 
round and round, shakes hands with himself, and 
pats himself on the back with a paternal benedic- 
tion. A keener sense of humor would perhaps 
have prevented an occasional indiscreteness in this 
direction. +‘ How many of the works of authors,” ex- 
claims Mr. Bancroft, “ may be attributed purely to 
accident! Had not Shakespeare been a play-actor we 
might have had no Shakespeare’s plays. Had not 
Bunyan been imprisoned and Milton blind we might 
look in vain for the ‘ Pilgrim’s Progress’ and ‘ Para- 
dise Lost.’ . . Although my ‘ Native Races’ 
cannot be called a chance creation, its publication as 
my first work was purely accidental.” There are 
numerous little instances of this sort, caleulated, we 
fear, to provoke a smile at the historian’s expense. 
Mr. Bancroft, it seems, went out to California in 
the early days, and by dint of rare pluck, thrift, and 
good management, built up a flourishing trade and 
amassed a fortune. The leisure thus honorably 
earned has been spent in making a stupendous col- 
lection of books and documents relating to the 
Coast ; and, when there were no further worlds in 
this direction worth conquering, in organizing, drill- 
ing, and directing a force of literary workmen in 
the task of reducing this historical chaos to the his- 
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torical cosmos comprised in Mr. Bancroft’s thirty- 
nine volumes. In short, Mr. Bancroft’s ample for- 
tune was a talisman by virtue of which he trans- 
formed himself into a sort of selecting, transcribing, 
digesting, and arranging Briareus— the hands, in 
this case, being endowed with a share of individ- 


ual discretion with which they are to be distinctly 
credited. Cee 


In the whole history of kindred undertakings 
there is nothing more impressive, and in its moral 
effect more far-reaching and conclusive, than the 
great westerly voyage of Ferdinand Magellan. The 
voyages of Columbus and De Gama, though richer 
in material results, in other respects dwindle away 
in comparison ; and it is a curious circumstance that 
we have had, up to the present time, no English life 
of the Portuguese sailor who first cireumnavigated 
the globe, who named the greater part of its surface, 
and stamped his own name indelibly on the earth and 
sky. This biographical gap is acceptably filled by 
Prof. F. H. H. Guillemard’s “ Ferdinand Magellan” 
in the “ World’s Great Explorers” series (Dodd). 
Prof. Guillemard has evidently written con amore, 
and with the aim of furnishing an accurate and, so 
far as possible within his space limits, thorough life 
of the greatexplorer. The narrative of Magellan’s 
final voyage is extremely interesting. Upon one 
phase of his subject — the intellectual results of the 
cireumnavigation of the globe — we think the author 
might profitably have laid more stress. Before 
Magellan, an infallible church had declared ex 
cathedra the doctrine of the globular form of the 
earth to be impious and heretical. To assert it 
was to incur the odiwm theologicum, with its attend- 
ant penalties. “It is impossible,” St. Augustine 
had said, “there should be inhabitants on the oppo- 
site side of the earth, since no such race is recorded 
by Seripture among the descendants of Adam.” 
“It is impossible,” urged a kindred cosmographer, 
“because in the day of judgment, men on the other 
side of a globe could not see the Lord descending 
through the air.” But even the authority of Lac- 
tanius and Augustine paled before the stubborn 
fact that Magellan’s ship sailing from St. Lucar 
constantly to the westward had again dropped anchor 
at St. Lucar. The “ Life of Magellan” is liberally 
supplied with maps, charts, and illustrations, and 
will be found quite as absorbing and infinitely more 
profitable than the ever popular tales of “ hair- 
breadth ’seapes” which owe their origin to fancy. 

Miss AGNes Reppier’s bright and piquant 
essays, with which the readers of “The Atlantic 
Monthly ” are pleasantly familiar, are collected in 
a pretty volume entitled “ Points of View” (Hough- 
ton). These scattered papers are bound together 
by a thread of real gold — the very definite gospel 
that the author preaches, and her book practices : 
the gospel of giving pleasure to others. How re- 
freshing it is, in these days of fads and cults, to be 
told that we may enjoy humor for humor’s sake 
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alone, unburdened with an obligation to hunt for a 
hidden moral beneath the pun; that we need not 
put an esoteric meaning into Don Quixote, as Mr. 
Shorthouse would have us do; that we may shake 
our sides “over a jolly chapter of Rabelais,” with- 
out insisting that it contains his arraignment of his 
age; that Falstaff is still safe to us as a rolicking 
knight, and is not to be considered a sermonizer in 
disguise! And in the chapter on “ Pleasure: a 
Heresy,” the sentence, “ That which is given us for 
our joy is ours as long as life shall last,” assures us 
that there is something serious as well as humorous 
in Miss Repplier’s attitude. There is, indeed, a good 
deal of the doctrine of art for art’s sake, in the nine 
papers that make up the book ; but it is an inspiring 
phase of the doctrine that we are taught,—natural- 
ism for naturalism’s sake not being an article of the 
writer’s creed. It must be admitted that more than 
once Miss Repplier succumbs to the temptation to 
say something clever in place of something prosaic 
that might yet be nearer the truth. But she does 
not fall often; and the lightness of her touch, her 
grace, her wit, her humor, and her sound sense, 
make the book as delightful a one as may be found 


in a long summer’s day. 





A DAINTY booklet of two hundred odd pages, 
containing some two dozen of the brightest and 
erispest of Charles Dudley Warner’s recent papers 
in the “ Editor’s Drawer” of “ Harper’s Magazine,” 
is issued by the Messrs. Harper, under the title 
“As We Were Saying.” We are all familiar with 
Mr. Warner’s pleasant way of putting things. He 
flits from topic to topic, from jest to earnest, as 
lightly as a humming-bird flits about in the shrub- 
bery, seldom troubling the reader to seriously don 
his thinking-cap, yet never condescending to actual 
nonsense. Matter and treatment are sufficiently 
indicated in the titles—“ The Red Bonnet,” “Social 
Screaming,” “The Directoire Gown,” “ Chewing 
Gum,” “Shall Women Propose?” ete., ete. While 
Mr. Warner’s book is certainly not of the sort that, 
as Lamb said of Milton, requires a solemn service 
of music before perusal, it is pungent and amusing. 
and meets the popular taste,— and the popular taste 
is a thing to be complied with. The illustrations, 
by Harry W. MeVickar and others, are capital in 
their way. 








Tue work entitled “ Teaching in Three Contin- 
ents ” (Cassell ) is a comparative study of the school- 
systems of Australia, America, and Europe. The 
author, W. Catton Grasby, is an Australian, and 
his work has been prepared from personal notes on 
the educational systems of the world ; the introduc- 
tion to the American edition is by Professor W. T. 
Harris of the U. S. Bureau of Education. Ameri- 
cans have already been much indebted to foreigners 
—notably to De Tocqueville and Bryce — for 
large-minded and comprehensive surveys of their 
institutions. Mr. Grasby’s name should be added 


to this list for the highly discriminating manner in 





which he has studied the development of public 
education in America, and in the opportunity he 
furnishes us of comparing ourselves with others in 
matters of educational management. Nearly all 
the important aspects of educational theory and 
practice are here considered. Beginning with a 
statement of the nature of public provisions for 
education in the three countries, the author passes 
to the inspection of such forms of the new educa- 
tion as the Kindergarten, Manual Training, Science 
Schools, ete., discusses teachers, their training, and 
the status of teaching as a profession, school organ- 
izations and schoolhouses, compulsory education, 
and various forms of extra-official education, such 
as natural history societies, summer schools, muse- 
ums, and the like. Not only all teachers and school 
directors will want this book, but also all those who 
have an interest in any of the modern problems of 
education. 


Mr. Henry Jones’s “ Browning as a Philo- 
sophical and Religious Teacher” (Macmillan) is 
a volume of the better sort of exposition. “To 
estimate the value of what he has said, apart from 
the form in which he has said it,” is the author’s 
statement of what he has attempted to do for 
Browning’s poetry. Having a mind inclined to 
dialectical subtleties and penetrated by a vein of 
mysticism, he has discoursed at great length upon 
the philosophical aspect of Browning’s thought, be- 
ing attracted chiefly to those poems that are the 
less read, because the less poetical. The work is 
sympathetic, acute, and scholarly, evincing the clos- 
est familiarity with its subject and abounding in the. 
aptest of quotations. Yet we cannot say that it has 
a value in proportion to its elaboration. After all, 
Browning's philosophy was of the simplest, and only 
appears complex because of the somewhat crabbed 
dialect in which it found expression. Mr. Jones 
seems rather to have refined upon Browning’s sub- 
tleties than to have reduced them to their lowest 
terms. We fancy that the poet himself would have 
been surprised at some of the meanings which the 
author finds in his verses. But the subject is very 
ingeniously as well as readably worked out, al- 
though a diffusiveness of treatment prevents the 
exposition from being impressive. We might sum 
it all up by saying that the author accepts, and seeks 
philosophically to justify, Browning’s faith and ro- 
bust optimism. 


THE letters of Keats include, mingled with much 
that is puerile, some of the pleasantest pages in our 
epistolary literature. But we are not sure that we 
go to the length of their latest editor, Mr. Sidney 
Colvin, when he speaks of them, in his “ Letters of 
Keats to his Family ” (Macmillan), as “ written in 
an English which by its peculiar, alert, and varied 
movement sometimes recalls, perhaps more closely 
than that of any other writer, the prose passages of 
‘ Hamlet’ and * Much Ado about Nothing.’” Mr. 
Colvin expresses the hope that his edition of the 
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correspondence may become the standard one, a | education, and the number of writers is indeed few 


hope that we should certainly echo had the letters | 
to Fanny Brawne found a place in the collection. 
But their omission makes the hope a futile one. It | 
is true that these letters are “in a different key” | 
from the rest, and that we read them with “a sense 
of eavesdropping.” It is perhaps also true that | 
they should never have been printed at all. But | 
sinee they do exist in print, and since they exhibit | 
one aspect of the poet’s character, we should have 
had them here, for, as Mr. Colvin very justly ob- | 
serves, “the object of publishing a man’s correspond- | 
ence is not merely to give literary pleasure — it is | 
to make the man himself known.” All the other | 
letters obtainable are here, to the number of 164, 
including some letters or parts of letters not printed | 
by Mr. Forman. They have been very carefally 
edited and dated, and the poet’s peculiar punctua- | 
tion and capitalization (although not his spelling) 
have been preserved. “A few passages of mere | 
erudity, hardly more than two pages in all,” have | 
been omitted, but no attempt has been made “to | 
suppress those which betray the weak places in the | 
writer’s nature, his flaws of taste and training, his | 
movements of waywardness, irritability, and morbid | 
suspicion.” ‘This is as it should be ; but why, we ask | 
again, should the letters to Fanny Brawne be omit- 
ted from a volume thus planned ? 


Van Dyke's “ The Poetry of Tennyson” (Serib- 
ner), already the best of the books dealing with our 
greatest living English poet, has grown even better 
in its second edition, just issued. It has two new 
chapters,—one dealing with Tennyson’s latest poems 
and called “Fruits from an Old Tree,” the other, | 
“On the Study of Tennyson,” written in the form |

of a letter to a young student and advisory of the 
best way of approaching Tennyson. This offers 
an arrangement for the order of reading, with the 
design of bringing together the poems most closely 
related in manner and spirit. Also the Chronology 
and the Notes on the literature of the subject have 
been revised and enlarged so that they now contain 
the fullest and most accurate list of materials for 
study that has yet been prepared. In this latter 
task, Dr. Van Dyke has had the assistance of Lord 
Tennyson himself. The volume closes with a list 
of biblical quotations and allusions found in the 
works of Tennyson. 


A NEW edition of Mr. J. Marshall Mather’s little 
book on “John Ruskin: His Life and Teaching ” 
(Warne) serves as a pretext for calling renewed 
attention to a useful volume. It is, as the author 
says, “simply an outline of Ruskin’s life and teach- 
ing, intended for those who are purposing a careful 
and detailed study of his works.” To the question 
whether such a “ careful and detailed study ” is ad- 
visable, in view of the countless other demands made 
upon the attention by the intellectual interests of the 
modern world, we must unhesitatingly answer in the 
affirmative. To study Ruskin is in itself a liberal

of whom this may be said. So that Mr. Mather’s 
book, with its careful and sympathetic analysis of 
Ruskin’s works, and its clear and concise exposition 
of his philosophy of art, education, and life, is a vol- 
It briefly recounts 
the story of Ruskin’s life, and describes the influ- 
ences by which it was shaped. It discusses the 
teaching of Ruskin upon the great themes of social 
science, education, art, and political economy. It 
also introduces quotations of a kind and a quality 
calculated to attract the reader to whom Ruskin is 
as yet a sealed book, and to persuade him to seek 
the pages of the great teacher himself. Great as are 
the faults of Ruskin’s teaching, its truth is immeas- 
urably greater, and considerable as has already been 
his influence, it is destined to become still more pro- 
found and far-reaching. No better book than the 
one now in question could be placed in the hands of 
a seriously-disposed young man or woman. 








THE new “ Life of Jane Welsh Carlyle” (C. L. 
Webster & Co.) by Mrs. Alexander Ireland is, on 
the whole, interesting reading. From a woman’s 
standpoint, we now have the strange and tragic 
story of the wedded life of the two brilliant mortals 


| who were so mismated, and who were yet so su- 


premely worthy of all that was great and good in 
each other. Certainly there is no lack of sympathy 
in Mrs. Ireland’s vivid recital of the story; and it 
would be ungracious to say there is too much. But 
certainly there is too much sympathy expressed. 
The book is a labor of love on the part of one who 
has ample materials and knows how to express her- 
self. But the best effect of the author's well-grouped 
details is spoiled by a constant stopping to moralize. 
It is no disparagement of the book to say it will be 
read with perhaps more patience by women than by 
men, and it is sufficient praise to add that its virtues 
outweigh its faults. 


Tue third volume of “ Talleyrand’s Memoirs ” 
(Putnam) carries us from 1815 to 1830. The historic 
method of these memoirs is Talleyrand’s own, and 
is not difficult of analysis. He writes copiously and 
satisfactorily on what he sees fit ; and when he does 
not see fit, though the period be interesting and its 
dark places in need of all the light he can throw on 
them, he gives us not a word. This is illustrated 
by the way in which he at first disposed of the 
question of the murder of the Due d’Enghien,—he 
ignored the whole matter. And it is only in 1824, 
twenty years after the murder, that he finally de- 
cides, spurred on by attacks made on his character, 
to give the entire story. In other words, the most 
interesting part of this volume was written long 
after the closing of the record of the year in which 
the episode belongs. It was no part of his original 
intention to discuss such a point. As to the point 
itself, Talleyrand makes out a plausible case, and 
seems to clear himself of responsibility. The only 
trouble is that we have absolutely no means of know- 
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to be accurate. It is the assumption that he did, 
but then if we can believe of any man that he 
desires to hoodwink the generations that succeed 
him, we can believe it of Talleyrand. Mrs. Angus

The period treated is a 
dramatic one, embracing the events clustering about 
the festival of the Federation, and the royal flight 
to Varennes. The translation, by Elizabeth Gilbert 
Martin, is in the main acceptable, though there is 
at times an unpleasant stiffness or jerkiness of style, 
due, no doubt, to over-literal rendering. The frontis- 
piece in this number is a charming group of Marie 
Antoinette and her children. 


THE recent celebration of the six hundredth anni- | 


versary of the formation of the “ League of Per- 
petual Alliance” between the cantons of Schwyz, 
Uri, and Unterwalden, in 1291, has called attention 
to the development of the Swiss constitution and to 
the Swiss struggle for independence. The volume 


on Switzerland, by Lina Hug and Richard Stead, | 


in the “Story of the Nations ” series (Putnam) is 
of especial timeliness and value; although the 
length of the period covered and the unusual com- 


plexity of detail, necessary to a clear statement of | 


Swiss history, make some of the chapters more like 
a dictionary of names and dates than astory. But 


the volume is nevertheless an interesting one, and | 


will well repay reading. The evolution of the Swiss 
people is carefully traced,— “from its prehistoric 
lakemen, with their almost unique series of settle- 
ments, down through successive nationalities of 
Helvetians and Romans, Alamanni and Burgun- 


dians, to the modern Germans, French, Italians, and | 
Romansch.” The book is illustrated with some fifty | 


well-chosen wood-engravings. 


THE collection of papers on descriptive and theo- | 


retical biology, by Alfred Russell Wallace, published 
by Macmillan & Co., under the title “ Natural Se- 
lection and Tropical Nature,” consists mainly of a 
reprint of two volumes of essays, already known 
to many of our readers, “Contributions to the 
Theory of Natural Selection” (1870, now out of 
print); and “Tropical Nature and Other Essays,” 
which appeared in 1878. In the present single- 
volume edition of these works, two papers are omit- 
ted entirely —“The Malayan Papilionide” and 
“The Distribution of Animals as indicating Geo- 
graphical Changes :” and one — “ By-Paths in the 


| Domain of Biology” —is partly omitted. More 

than compensating for these omissions, however, 
| are two new chapters, “The Antiquity of Man in 
| North America,” and “The Debt of Science to 
| Darwin.” Professor Wallace carries his learning 
lightly, and writes with a due appreciation of the 
| needs and limitations of lay readers —to the more 

intelligent of whom this volume is specially ad- 
| dressed. 


In “Adopting an Abandoned Farm” (Appleton), 
| Kate Sanborn relates, with a good deal of humor, 
her experiences as tenant of an old-fashioned 
| farm-house in the old-fashioned village of “Goose- 
| ville,” Conn., the eccentricities of the resident 
Goosevillians coming in, of course, for the lion’s 
| share of treatment. Miss Sanborn’s book is a read- 
| able one of its kind; it has throughout quite a New 
| England tang, and the author's ready sense of per- 
sonal oddities enlivens a theme somewhat worn. 
We may say that in respect of her own shortcomings 
as “farmer” Miss Sanborn is frank enough. Being 
at bottom rather proud of it, “city folks ” are not 
| unwilling to jest at their own ignorance of things 
| bucolic; it has a liberal air, and is not at all hu- 
miliating. 


AN announcement which will be of interest to his- 
torical students is that of a new series of seminary 
papers or monographs to be issued by the Depart- 
ments of History and Economies in the University 
of Nebraska. The first number, “The Evolution 
| of the Ordinance of 1787,” by Prof. J. A. Barrett, 
has just appeared, and is a valuable contribution to 
the literature of the subject. The writer’s study of 
the great document, from its first conception to its 
| final passage, is thorough; and while some of his 
| conclusions are rather radical, his positions are well 
| supported by citation of previous authorities. In his 
| introduction to this series, the editor says: “It will 
| be the aim of the Seminary Papers, while not ex- 
| eluding other topics, to deal mainly with questions 
| relating to Western history and economics.” This 
first number is in admirable keeping with this pur- 
pose. The series will be published by the Messrs. 
Putnam. 


| Iv is twenty-four years since the first ““ Woman’s 
| Club” was organized in America, and the move- 
ment has now become so universal and prominent 
| that it has begun to develop a literature of its own. 
Olive Thorne Miller’s “The Woman’s Club” (U. 
S. Book Co.) gives some account of the early clubs, 
describes the various forms into which the club idea 
has evolved, and aims also to furnish a practical 
guide and handbook for the assistance of beginners.
